ers hnvo been swindled out of £40,000 within 
tho past four months. The aiTesLs ^'ero 
mado on evidence secured by.i detective 
agency which inolces a specialty of railroad 
anil steamship work, ami which liu<;boen 
pursuing an investigation for nearly five 
months, some-times having as many as 
twenty detectives ridiug aa ordinary pas- 
sengers iu the Pullman cars on a single train.

Sajje m a gumo ot cards or chance ot any 
kind while he romainet] in Kentucky, 
lie had lost u very largo sum of money 
at a gamo ot poker, and this is what 
brought him to me. He told me .that he 
wanted to limit his oath only to Ken- 
tucky, as lio could not confine his con- 
duct in suchjnarro.v bounds when »e 
left tho state."
